When in the fruit belt of the west 


the usual greeting is: "Good morn- 
ing, had an apple today?" Or it may 
be an orange or even a cluster of 
grapes, or a lemon. The chance, al- 
so is, that the westerner will pull 
out of his pocket a sample of fruit 
and hand it to you. Also, when Tom,, 
Dick and Harry have a few baskets 
or boxes of fruit, they lump their 
product, call themselves on associa- 
tion, and say how much or how little 
they will take for said carload or 
trainload. The dealer in New York 
or Chicago knows when he will get 
a shipment and the producer knows 
how much he will get. 


We farmers here organize an equi- 


ty to sell our potatoes, and first we 
have a warehouse, and if the equity 
gets a carload of feed, seed or Dour, 
we "didn't hear 'of it." How's that 
for sticking together? 


Ben Franklin, at the signing of 


the 
Declaration of Independence, 


said: 
"Gentlemen, let's all sign, for 


its clear that if we don't hang to- 
gether, we will hang separately." 
So it is with the farmer. And now 
we get it in the neck once more—no 
organization, no one to kick and our 
little cneameries gobbled up and a 
real organization gets the cream. 


It's a small matter, that can of 


buttermilk, but it's as easy to haul 
a can of buttermilk home as a can of 
cream to town, and. then to have only 
one joint at which to deliver goods 
is 'like having only one bed in the 
house when you come home "pick- 
led" and your wife objects to associ- 
ating with a hog. However, a man 
gets all for which he pays, and if we 
farmers are afraid to maintain our 
association both from our own sell- 
ing and buying we can just blame 
ourselves if we are sold. 


The dairy interests of Wood coun- 


ty are rapidly growing and there is 
no reason why Nekoosa and Kellner 
should shut 'their creameries, but Mr. 
Farmer, that is up to you. Honestly, 
now, 
you fellow who was beefing the 


other day; how many loads of pota- 
toes did you haul to Grand Rapids 
when you were one of the organ- 
izers of the Nekoosa or Kel'lner Equi- 
ty societies? How long since you 
paid your dues.? Have you ever done 
anything but slam the Equity? 


"In Union is Strength. United we 


Stand, Divided we Fall," and it seems 
as tho the farmer enjoys falling; per- 
haps to learn how many times he can 
bounce, but even rubber finally loses 
its resilency.

NEW RECORD ON YELLOW- 


STONE TRAIL TRIP. 


INFANTILE PARALYSIS 
• 


AND PASTEURIZED MILK. 


Thie-theory has been advanced that 


Infantile paralysis may find at least 
one channel of infection in an impure 
milk supply. As yet it is only a the- 
ory, but certain facts suggest that it 
is deserving of serious consideration 
and study. 


Mr. Nathan Strauss of New lYork 


points out thaj^-not one of the 2,500 
babies fed daily on pasteurized milk 
from the depots that he so generous- 
ly supports has been a victim to the 
disease. 
The number is too small 


in proportion to the infant popula- 
tion of New York to afford a basis 
for assured deduction, but it is big 
enough to invite inquiry. 


The worth of a possible clew to a 


mystery that has baffled the doctors 
thus far is enhanced by the fact that 
analysis of 7,500 cases of the disease 
in New York shows 75 per cent to 
be those of children from 1 to 5. 
This is the period when cow's milk 
forms a larger pa*t of the diet of 
a greater number of children than 
at any other. 


In any event, too great stress can- 


not be placed upon thie vital import- 
jince of a pure milk supply, and we 
may be confident that in the measure 
in which a community safeguards its 
babies in this respect in that meas- 
ure will it lessen the percentage of 
infant mortality. . 


ONE YEAR IN WATIPUN 


The trip made over the Yellow- 


stone Trail last week bioke all pre- 
vious records in cross country runs, 
the trip being made from Plymouth 
Rock to Seattle in 121 hours, or at 
an average speed of 30.3 miles per 
hour. 


The car carrying the message left 


Plymouth Rock, Mass., at 12 o'clock 
on Monday, and the traveling was 
kept up night and day, the distance 
being divided into relays of 60 to 
100 miles,and the message was de- 
livered at Seattle on Saturday .at 
10:12 A. M. 


Rain was encountered in, three 


states, Wisconsin, Minnesota and 
South Dakota, and it is safe to say 
that the race thru these states was 
anything but a pleasure. 
The fast- 


est time on the trip was made thru 
,th)9 -fitnte 
of Montana, where 
for 


nearly 700 miles the average speed 
was 34 miles per hour. 


A run was made over this same 


trail last year from Chicago to Seat- 
tle, when the distance was made in 
a little over 97 hours. 
The race 


this year was about five mile an hour 
faster than it .was 'last year. 
It is 


f to say that had the roads been 


dry all the distance last week that 
the speed made would have been con- 
siderably better than it was under 
the existing conditions. 


The runfrom Stevens Point to the 


city of Marshfleld was made by A. 
J. Clements, and he reported the 
road to he about the worst he had 
ever seen it. Four miles from Marsh- 
fleld he blew out a tire and the tire 
flew from the wheel, and the four 
miles were madie on the bare rim, 
notwithstanding which fact the trip 
was made in an hour and* 
1 twelve 


minutes. The distance was 38 miles. 
C. E. Blodgett carried the message 
on from Marshfleld in a Packard 
twin six, and also encountered very 
bad roads, but got thru with only a 
little loss of time.

INFANTILE PARALYSIS 
• 


AND PASTEURIZED MILK. 


Thie-theory has been advanced that 


infantile paralysis may find at least 
one channel of infection in an impure 
milk supply. 
As yet it is only a the- 


ory, but certain facts suggest that it 
is deserving of serious consideration 
and study. 


Mr. Nathan Strauss of New 'York 


points out that-not one of the 2,500 
babies fed daily on pasteurized milk 
from the depots that he so generous- 
ly supports has been a victim to the 
disease. 
The number is too small 


in proportion to the infant popula- 
tion of New York to afford a basis 
for assured deduction, but it is big 
enough to invite inquiry. 


The worth of a possible clew to a 


mystery that has baffled the doctors 
thus far is enhanced by the fact that 
analysis of 7,500 cases of the disease 
in New York shows 75 per cent to 
be those of children from 1 to 5. 
This is the period when cow's milk 
forms a larger part of the diet of 
a greater number of • children than 
at any other. 


In any event, too great stress can- 


not be placed upon the vital import- 
ance of a pure milk supply, and we 
may be confident that in the measure 
in which a. community safeguards its 
babies in this respect in that meas- 
ure will it lessen the percentage of 
infant mortality. 
t

ONE YEAR IN AVAUPUN

Astronomers Have Been Studying th 


Planet and Published the |Con- 


cluslons Arrived At. 


The planet Mercury Is the smalles 


of the major planets and the neares 
to the sun, which it circles in a' littl 
less than three months. It reaches It 
greatest distance from the sun a 
periods about sixty days apart. Durin 
the year Mercury Is morning star thre 
limes and evening star three times 
Owing to Its nearness to the sun, !t I 
never visible for more than a period o 
about two hours after sunset or th 
same length of. time before sunrise 
The eccentricity of its orbit is grente 
than that of any other major planet 
Its greatest and its least distance from 
the sun differ by nearly 15.000,001 
miles. According to A. W. McOurdy o: 
the Royal 'Astronomical society o 
Canada, the most remarkable charac- 
teristic in the motion of Mercury is 
that when it is nearest to the sun it 
travels faster than 
should if it

An- 
other way to detect the presence of 
new planets in the vicinity of the sun 
is to take observations during a total 
eclipse. 
If there lire no clouds at 


such a time, the,' stars become visible 
as the sun disappears. 
During the 


total e'clipse of the sun in 1S7S one ob- 
server saw an object that be thought 
might be the long-sought planet; but 
no other astronomer has been able to 
confirm the discovery and many now 
believe that the hidden source of the 
unusual movement of Mercury must be 
looked for elsewhere than In the orbit 
of the planet.—Youth's Companion,

BABY'S MOUTH NEEDS CARE

Matter Is of the Utmost Importance, 


Though Some Mothers Fail to 


Recognize the -Fact. 


Most mothers feel if baby is given 


a good, tepid bath 6nce a day, accom- 
panied by a sponge bath at bedtime, 
that baby is clean; there aro other 
essentials necessary for the making of 
a child's cleanliness. 


It is a well-known fact that many 


children suffer from mouth diseases, 
especially in hot weather, caused by 
neglecting baby's mouth. It is neces- 
sary that the toilet of the mouth be 
made every day at least and oftener 
if time permits. This should be done 
with, great care and gentleness, not to 
injure the gums and the teeth. Moth- 
ers or nurses often 
forget their 


strength; opening the baby's mouth 
by force, 
they push their strong 


fingers into the delicate.jnouth, result- 
ing in more harm than good. 


If baby is too young to have a topth 


brush alsoft linen rag or handkerchief 
makes an excellent substitute. 1/ike-' 
wise a little "absorbent cotton may be 
wrapped about the finger or a small 
stick. The cotton projecting beyond 
the point should be dipped in boiled 
water and cooled until it is lukewarm. 
It should be applied to the gums with 
great care. After the tongue moves 
frequently and the mouth commences 
to secrete saliva the washing of the 
mouth may be limited to twice a day. 


Mothers often feel that the first 


teeth are of small consequence, be- 
cause they are not permanent. They 
do-not appreciate the fact that poor 
teeth make for poor health, they de- 
tract from the child's appearance and 
do much to injure the permanent teeth.

Astronomers Have Been Studying the 


Planet and Published the (Con- 


clusions Arrived At 


The planet Mercury is the smallest 


of the major plnnets nnd the nearest 
to the sun, which It circles In u little 
less thnn three months. It reaches its 
greatest distance from 
the sun at 


periods nbout sixty dnys apart. During 
the yenr Mercury Is morning star.three 
times nnd evening stnr three times. 
Owing to its nearness to the sun, it is 
never visible for more thnn a period of 
nbout two hours after sunset or the 
same length of time before sunrise. 
The eccentricity of its orbit is greater 
than that of any other major planet; 
its greatest and its least distance from 
the 
sun 
differ 
by nearly 1S.OOO.OOO 


miles. According to A. W. McCurdy of 
the 
Royal 
Astronomical 
society of 


Canada, the most remarkable charac- 
teristic in the motion of Mercury is 
that when it is nearest to tiie sun it 
travels faster than It should if It 
moved only by the solar system. 
As- 


tronomers have long sought an expla- 
nation of the accelerated motion. Some 
believe that there are other plant-is 
at present unknown between Mercury 
ond the'~sun—bodies that although nu- 
merous are too ImalJ to be seen. *The 
inovements of Mercury indicate an In- 
Iluence that might be accounted for by 
the presence of another planet revolv- 
ing'within its orbit 
If such a ^planet 


really exists, there should come a time 
when it will appear as a dark spot 
movijig across the face of the sun. An- 
other wny to detect the presence of 
new planets in the vicinity of the sun 
is to take observations during u total 
eclipse. 
If there are no clouds at 


such a time, the,' stars become visible 
as the sun disappears. 
During the 


total e'clipse of the sun in 1S7S one ob- 
server saw an object that be thought 
might be the. long-sought planet; but 
no other astronomer has been able to 
confirm the discovery and many now 
believe that the hidden source of the 
unusual movement of Mercury must be 
looked for elsewhere than in the orbit

BABY'S MOUTH NEEDS CARE 


Matter Is of the Utmost Importance, 


Though Some Mothers Fail to 


Recognize the 'Fact. 


Most mothers feel if baby Is given 


a good, tepid bath once a day, accom- 
panied by n sponge bath at bedtime, 
that baby is clean; then; arc- other 
essentials necessary for the making of 
a child's cleanliness. 


It is a well-known fact that many 


children suffer from mouth diseases, 
especially In hot weather, caused by 
neglecting baby's mouth. It Is neces- 
sary that the toilet of the mouth be 
made every day at least and oftener 
if time permits. This should be done 
with, great care and gentleness, not to 
injure the gums and the teeth. Moth- 
ers or nurses often forget

The following article, tuken from the 


iMomvluii, is the sunnmiry of a npcech 
made in tiil-s oity before thti graduating 
class of the Wood Couufcy Normal by A, 
A. Thompson, Inspector o£ rnrul schools, 
ami ^aa \viittt-n by Kev. II. B. .Tolmtion ol' 
thTs city. The article contains many good 
thoughts and is worth the time of any- 
body to read : 


Mankind is engnped In all manner of 


uuihlliii;. The demands of business, com- 
merce, pleasure and life lead men into 
the construction of highways, railways, 
and buildings and the laying out of farms, 
tmvi^hips, citiub nnd parka. In the con- 
struction of a highway the flrst work is 
done by^au engineer wbo establishes a 
grade, determining the length and posi- 
tion of the road and directs the arrange- 
ments for drainage. 
The material to be 


used Is the next to be considered. 
Shall 


it be dirt, clay, macadam or concrete? 
This being decided a contractor Is engaged 
and the road Is built and enjoyed 
But 


the road han never yet been built that 
w.is considered too good for man. 


Likewise In the erection of a house. 


First comes the architect, th'en the choice 
of material, then the contractor. 
But a 


house too good for man to dwell in lias 
never yet been built. 


Ascending still further we enter 
the 


realms of man's intellect. 
The United 


States is peculiar in that we hire the 
young to teach the young. 
Elsewhere 


those wlio would loach must be old. But 
whether the teacher bo old or young she 
is erecting In the head of every pupil a 
mental Ir&use in which the owner shall 
dwell. 
That house can never be sold, 


given away or bequeathed. 
The better 


tlic teacher, therefore, the bigger and bet- 
ter will each house- be. 


The savage with his low mentality lives 


in a very small house. In It be can move 
about but little. The higher man's civil- 
isation becomes, the larger are the houses 
in the heads of men. For one reason or 
another the mental houses of some men 
are never completed. Consequently some 
cannot feel as deeply as others. The emo- 
tional portion of their houses has not been 
constructed. 
Others cannot think matters 


out to a definite conclusion. To reason 
is beyond their power. Still others cannot 
lioye because the darkened and narrow 
windows exclude the glorious light anil 
andscapc of the future. Faith Is wanting 
in those who cannot believe. But saddest 
of all are those who cannot love. 


He is more civilized whose mental house 


is large enough to permit him to do all 
these tilings and more. In the building of 


comunity wo must give the school house 


and the school ma'am the important places 
they deserve. To him who holds the wel- 
fare and development'of his community at 
heart falls the duty and responsibility of 
inteiesthig himself in its schools and of 
examining Into their ctllclency. 
Let Mm 


ook to..the arrangement of their seating. 
In order to fill a room with seats many 
boards of education have placed desks 
and seats so far apart that the ptipll finds 
room to lounge In them. 
To be correct 


seats and desks shcfuld be placed that 
the pupil must assume a proper position in 
order to ho comfortable. In rural schools 
there Is usually the injurious arrangement 
of large seats in the rear with the seats 
becoming gradually smaller towards the 
front. 
Such an arrangement gives almost 


every child a high seat and a low desk, 
thereby forcing the whole school Into as- 
suming a leap frog position. 
This evil 


can easily be removed by placing all seats 
of a size In a row. 


The evil effects of the -customary ar- 


rangement Is readily revealed in the bod- 
ies of rural school graduates. For instead 
of being tlic perfectly-formed animals' we 
expect, we lind shoulders rounded or of 
unequal height, and also deformities so 
numerous that but an astonishingly small 
percentage can be considered physically 
perfect. 


Ventilation is'also worthy of careful in- 


vestigation. 
To be perfect the humidity 


of the air of a school room should be one 
hundred per cent. 
The air in. the aver- 


age rural school 
room ranges between 


twenty and fifty per cent. The moisture 
in the bodies of tlio occupants of the 
room is being taken from them Instead of 
the very opposite. 


How many rural schools have any play- 


ground apparatus and how iniiny rural 
school children really know how to play; 
What games have you seen thorn play? 
Perhaps a baseball and a rope are to be 
seen but the usual pastime seems from 
observation to bo that of pushing one an 
other off the stoop or chasing one another 
around the building. 
"Playground appar- 


atus is not needed," some say. "We can't 
afford it," say others. 
"We got along 


without such things* 
Why can't our 


children?" 


But not all rural folks are without a 


vision. In Southern Wisconsin a district 
school meeting was in session. The salary 
of the teacher had just been set at fifty 
dollars per month when a woman rose and 
asked, "Is that all we can pay a teacber?" 
Cnn we not pay more and get a teacher 
who is above the average?" The vote was 
taljen again and the salary was set at 
fift|y-five dollars. "Can't we pay more than 
;hat," inquired the woman again. "Not 


dollar more," was^_the reply. 
"Well 


^hen," she said, "I'll pay twenty dollars 
a month out of my own pocket so that we 
can secure the best teacher in the county." 
The assemblege, taken aback by this offer, 
sat sllcut until a man arose and said, "Mrs. 


rccn, you have educated your own child- 


ren and they are gone. 
Will you kindly 


toll us why yon are willing to pay twenty 
dollars a month toward educating our 
children? 
"It is true," said she, "that 


I have educated my own children and they 
are gone. But I have to live among your 
children." 


In building a community tie architect- 


ure of the bouses is worthy of considera- 
tion. How often one sees in the country 
a house built on distinctly'urban lines. 
Rather let him who builds a house in the 
'Oimtry construct it in harmony with the 
landscape. Let it radiate the bigness and 
freedom which the open country alone can 
give. 


Many counties now have agricnral re- 


presentatives whose duty may be called 
extension work. 
They ascertain what is 


best suited to and most needed l>y their 
people and then seek to interest them In 
what they should and can have. 
Various 


campaigns are launched. 
Their fruit is! 


revealed In numerous silos, gasoline trac- 
tors, road drags, consolidated school-die 
tricts, high-grade cattle, pure blooded hor- 
ses, 
co-operative 
creameries, 
telephone 


lines and packing plants. In these daya of 
all manners of organizations it behooves 
the farmers to organize for the control of 
the markets In which they sell their pro- 
duce. 


In all this the rural clmrch can play a 


part." However, let no'man Imagine for 
an instant that community ,building Is a 
pleasant and profitable task. Folks in the 
open country are often exasperatingly 
church resigned hla church charge in 
apcthetlc. The pastor of a middle western 
order to take up work In the open country 
with a decrease in /salary of thr^ee hund- 
red dollars per year. Rnral work seemed 
so ideal, congenial and pra&tieable. 
An 


experience of a few months' made him a 
wiser and sadder man. 


In addition, to the general apathy of the 


people there are the poor and often Impas- 
sable roads, the long hours in the fields, 
the evening chores, stormy "weather, and 
unending rainy spells. Then, too, objec- 
tions are raised. The church is a church, 
not a co»cert hall, opera house, gymnas- 
ium, bowling alley, gaming place or read- 
ing room. To the man who in the city 
cultivates 
beautiful 
theories concerning 


rural work, the open country la a place 
of rolling meadows, tinkling brooks, n^w- 
mown hay, leafy forests and flowery dells, 


magnlflclcnt vlstns and bosky bowery. To 
the man on the job, however, rural work 
means long drives, dark nights, frozen 
hands, slippery turnpikes, spring holes, 
draugthy houses with few or no convon- 
IcncTS, poor schools, no uplifting enter- 
tainments and few 
opportunities for fel- 


lowship with men of his class. 
Ills hard- 


ships and pilvations me many and <lls 
cotirageineuta not few. Lei him who hoars 
the country bee buzzing alioiit lilt dome 
beware lest the buzzing cease and he find 
himself badly stung.

boards of education have placed 
desks 


and scats so far apart that the pupil finds 
room to lounge in them. 
To be correct 


seats and desks should be placed that 
the pupil must assume a proper position iu 
order to be comfortable. In rural schools 
there is usually the injurious arrangement 
of large seats in the rear with the seats 
becoming gradually smaller towards the 
front. 
Such an arrangement gives almost 


every child a high scat and a low desk, 
thereby forcing the whole school into as- 
suming a leal) frog position. 
This evil 


can easily be removed by placing all seats 


f a size In a row. 
The evil effects of the customary ar- 


rangement is readily revealed In the bod- 
ies of rural school graduates. For Instead 
of being the perfectly-formed animals- we 
expect, we find shoulders rounded or of 
ur.eriual height, and also deformities so 
numerous that but an astonishingly small 
percentage can be considered physically 
perfect. 


Ventilation is'also worthy of careful in- 


vestigation. 
To be perfect the humidity 


of the air of a school room should be one 
hundred per cent. 
The air iu the aver- 


age rural school room ranges between 
twenty and fifty per cent. 
The moisture 


In the bodies of the occupants of 
the 


room is being taken from them instead of 
the very opposite. 


How many rural schools have any play- 


g.ronnd apparatus and how many rural 
school children really know how to play; 
What games have you seen them play? 
Perhaps :i baseball and a rope are to be 
seen but the usual pastime seems from 
observation to be that of pushing one an 
other off tiie stoop or chasing one another 
around the building. "Playground appar- 
atus is not needed," some say. 
"We can't

How often one sees in the country 


a house built on distinctly "urban lines. 
Rather let him who builds a house in the 
country construct it in harmony with the 
landscape. Le^ it radiate the bigness and 
freedom which the open country alone can 
give. 


Many counties now have agricural re- 


presentatives whose duty may be called 
extension work. 
They ascertain what Is 


best suited to and most needed ty their 
people and then seek to interest them in 
what they should and can have. Various 
campaigns are launched. 
Their fruit is 


revealed in numerous siJos, gasoline trac- 
tors, road drags, consolidated school-dis 
tricts, high-grade cattle, pure blooded hor-

"Roping" the Smugglers of Jamaica

Special Agent Billy Card sat In the 


cafe of Fun Ken, that wealthy Orien- 
tal who had pitched his resort among 
the ferns of the Blue mountains which 
look down upon Kingston, the capital 
city of the tropical and flowery island 
of Jamaica. Many drowsy afternoons 
bad he spent here with orange juice 
and a siphon at his elbow and th^best 
cf l!a%anas in his teeth. For Hilly, in

For two weeks he had 
luxuriated about the Hotel Titchficld, 
in Port Antonio, and changed his 
c'othes oftencr than any Englishman in 
the place. There he had noted the 
clumps of idle Chinamen who tr.'.ide 
headquarters near the wharf, and the 
occasional stealthy American who was 
particularly in evidence when there 
were freighters in the harbor. 


Card soon became a familiar figure 


about the hotel lobby and bar room, 
where he spent money freely. 
Like- 


wise was his boat to be seen on the 
bay for many hours of the day, for 
he made rowing bis diversion. 


"Don't buy drinks for that bunch,

"See me next trip at Kingston," said 


the smuggler. "I leave for that point 
"in the morning." 


Thus was gained the first peep into 


the methods of the smugglers. Gard 
reported to the American consul, who 
sent a message that would result in 
the seizure of the banana boat when 
It reached Mobile.

1 shall stay 
at the Myrtlebank 
Won't you take 


dinner with me there tonight?" 


Peterson, being what the English 


call a "bounder," was impressed by 
his friend's disregard for nujney, and 
eagerly accepted all his invitations to 
share a more expensive hospitality. 
So was the atmosphere created for 
which the detective, was striving. 


The two men spent much time to- 


gether. They automobilcd about the 
city and dined at the resort of Fun 
Ken, 
back in the hills. The man who 


claimed to be a retired glass manufac- 
turer seemed to be a careless sort of 
individual, with a disregard of how he 
spent his time. 
He was rather in- 


different of his associates, it seemed, 
and inclined toward those whose lives

There were too many eyes watching 
"or opium. 
Peterson told of the credentials, and 


finally succeeded in convincing him 
that Gard was what he purported to 
be and, gaining confidence as the plan 
developed, the Jew finally became en- 
thusiastic. 
In the end he vied with 


Doctor Yen iu his anxiety to purchase 
unlimited opium. 


Gradually Gard granted that he was 


convinced of the feasibility of the 
scheme if he were shown the possi- 
bility of getting the schooner into the 
states. 
It was-at this point that he 


was introduced to one Captain Bailey, 
who had, some years before, fibred in 
a very sensational attempt at the in- 
troduction of Chinamen from Canada 
and their landing at New Haven.

Peterson and Flavot were convicted 


and sent to prison. 
The other men 


were eventually liberated, because it 
could not be shown that they had act- 
ually committed the crime of smug- 
gling. Their complicity in a conspir- 
icy to smuggle at some time in the 
uture did not sufficiently impress the 
ury as to result in a conviction. But 
he acquitted men will be so closely 
watched that their opportunities for 
vrongdoing will, in the future, be few.

Verne designed the Nautilus to be driven by 
electric power generated by primary batteries, 
somethins that would be out ot the question to- 
day but possible in the case of the Nautilus, be- 
cause her owner was a man of enormous wealth 
and' because he had discovered an inexhaustible 
source of supply 'of the materials required to 
renew his batteries. 


"The primary battery was the only available 


means of providing power for underwater pro- 
pulsion, as the Diesel motor, now in use on all 
submarine vessels as a power plant for use on 
the .surface and for generating electricity for 
power to be used under water, had not been de- 
veloped. In fact, neither the Germans nor any- 
one else made any considerable use of the Diesel 
principle o£ motor construction until the Diesel 
patents had expired. Besides. Mr. Verne had no 
dynamos with which to translate the power pro- 
duced by motors into electricity, although he had 
the essential principle in the electric motors with 
which he turned his propeller. 


"And the vessel is now fitted with periscopes, 


wldch the Nautilus in her caily days did not 
lune. If she had been equipped with periscopes 
in 1SGG and 1SG7, It is probable that she would 
not have been in collision with the Columbus, the 
'Shannon, the Helvetia ami oilier ocean steam- 
ships during those jours, much to the annoyance 
of their owners nnd the mystification of the 
public. 
Also, the Nautilus in her reincarnation

which she did not In her early clays, because 
Marconi had not then been born. For the rest of 
it, the Nautilus is the Nautilus still. 


"A very full description of the Nautilus is con- 


tained in the log as written up by Mr. Aronnux 
from the dictation of Captain Nemo. He men- 
tions that the captain showed him the plans, 
sections and elevation of tlie vessel; doubtless 
tho original drawings made by Mr. Verne, or 
perhaps tracings of the originals. 
If they had 


been blue prints, Mr. Aronnax would doubtless 
have spoken of them as such; but, of course, 
they were not, as blue prints were not in use in 
those clajs. The captain went on; 


'"Here, M. Aronnax, are the several dimen- 


sions of the boat. 
IT. is an elongated cylinder 


with conical ends. 
It is very like a cigar in < 


shape, a shape already adopted in London in sev- 
eral constructions of the same sort. The length 
of tills cylinder, from stem lo stern, is exactly 
232 feet and its maximum breadth is 20 feet. It 
is not built quite like your long-voyage steamers, 
but its lines are sufficiently long and its curves 
prolonged enough to allow the water to slide off 
easily and oppose no obstacle to its passage. 


•"When the Nautilus is afloat one-tenth is. out 


of the water. Now, if I have made reservoirs of 
a size equal to this tenth, and if I fill them with 
water, the boat, weighing then 1,507 tons, will be 
completely inmiersbd. 
These reservoirs are in 


the lower part of (the Nautilus. I turn on taps 
and they fill, and t|ie vessel sinks. 


" 'Also, when I have a mind to visit the depths 


of Ihe ocean, I make use of slower but not less 
infallible means. To steer this boat, following a 
horizontal plan, I use 'an ordinary rudder fixed 
on the back of the sternpost, and with one wheel 
and some tackle to steer by. But I^can also make 
the Nautilus rise and sink, and sink and rise, by 
a vertical movement by means of two inclined 
planes fastened to its sides, opposite the center 
of: flotation, planes that move by powerful levers 
from the interior. If the planes are kept parallel 
with boat it moves horizontally. If slanted, the 
Nautilus, according to this inclination and under 
the influence of the screw, either sinks diagonally 
or rises diagonally as it suits me.' 


"Set aside the obvious errors in the log or in 


the translation, and the description of the Nau- 
tilus might as readily pass 'for that of tlie so- 
called Deutschland as any that have been printed.
